The applications for louns average 
shout $50,000 from each association, 
s0 that, by the years end, the loans un-

will probably reach a total of $120,000, 
OO, which is about equal to the 
amount nppropriated to the furm, loan 
bunks as capital. There is no danger 
@f an exhaustion of funds, however, 
Bays Philadelphin Record, The banks 
obtain in mounts equal to the loun 
granted, so the original capital is turn- 
ed over ugain and ugnin. Moreover, 
the capital is increased constantly by 
the requirement that every borrower 
Must invest 5 per cent of the money 
borrowed in the share enpital of the 
Fooning bank.
